ROP BEEF PROGRAM 
TO BE EXPANDED 

Two schemes for expanding Re¬ 
cord of Performance Beef Testing 
Programs in Alberta have been 
adopted by the provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. 

The first is a pilot project for 
testing the progcncy of bulls which 
have shown outstanding perform¬ 
ance under the Federal-Provincial 
herd testing program. The purpose 
of this type of test, says J. S. 
Lore, Livestock Supervisor in 
charge of Performance Testing, is 
to identify bulls that are capable 
of producing outstanding offspring 
from the point of view of growth 
and carcass quality. 

Under the present project up to 
10 outstanding young bulls will be 
assembled at the Vermilion Agri- 
culural and Vocational College 
where semen will be collected. The 
final processing nnd freezing of 
100 vials from each bull will he 
done at the A.I. centre in Guelph, 
Ontario. 

Mr. Lore reports that negotia¬ 
tions have been completed with 
the Alberta Beef Cattle Perform¬ 
ance Association to inseminate a 
sufficient number of cows iu 
identified commercial herds to 
provide groups of 10 steers from 
each bull. These will he tested dur¬ 
ing the winter of 1967-68 for per-

Mr. Lore points out that the in¬ 
creased use of artificial insemin¬ 
ation in beef herds has made it 
necessary to find new ways of 
providing proven beef hulls for 
this service. It is hoped that the 
above project will answer some of 
the questions regarding future 
possibilities for identifying proven 
beef bulls. 

The second project for expanding 
Alberta's ROP service is a new 
scale purchase policy. Under this 
policy the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture will contribute half the cost 
of a portable scale, up to a maxi¬ 
mum of $600, where a municipality 
or county is prepared to purchase 
a scale, maintain it and devise a 
rental policy for the use of pure¬ 
bred and commercial cattle 
breeders in the area. 


Department of Lands and Forests. Most of this 
public land has been set aside for forestry: 
to protect the watershed, to ensure a sustained 
yield of timber and to provide recreational 
facilities. From time to time, protected land 
is made available for agricultural use, 
particularly in the Peace River district where 
large tracts of land are undergoing 
homestead development. 

Lands are also made available for private 
development through public auction and 
agricultural farm sales, cultivation leases, 
grazing leases and special permits.

change both on phone or key. 

This is pretty strong stuff to the 
stranger but does make sense to 
educated eyes. 

Headquarters for the club is the 
Civil Defence room next to the 
town police station — members are 
all part of the Vulcan Emergency 
Measures Organization — and 
meetings are held the second and 
fourth Thursdays of each month. 

Depending on individual progress 
these radio courses last anywhere 
from three to six months and 
tests for licences are given by 
Department of Transport exam¬ 
iners. 

Cost of getting on the air — 
purchasing the needed equipment 
— can run from $50 to $55,000 
which apparently is the value of 
ex U.S. president nominee Barry 
Goldwater’s outfit. Average sets 
used by local members run to $400. 

The walls of licensed operators 
are lined with QSL cards (ack¬
